THE  GEORGIA  HISTORY  COL¬ 
LECTION  OF  THE  COLLEGE 


Dr.  J.  L.  Beeson  has  purchased 
files  of  The  Union-Recorder  for  the 
years  1830,  1831,  1832,  1833,  1834, 
and  some  of  the  issues  of  1835  and 
1836,  and  added  to  the  constantly 
growing  collection  of  the  Georgia 
History  Museum  of  the  College.  The 
Union-Recorder  at  that  time  was 
known  as  the  Southern  Recorder.  “If 
wa&  a  whig  organ  and  is  almost  in- 
dispensable  in  the  study  of  the  politi¬ 
cal  history  of  that  period,”  informs 
Dr.  Johnson,  further  stating  that 
“the  issues  are  bound  in  one  volume 
and  make  a  most  valuable  addition 
to  the  material  for  history  study.”

But  one  of  the  greatest  things  it  has  d 
done,  one  for  which  many  of  the  ft 
Alumnae  cherish  its  memory  most  j 
dear,  is  for  its  work  in  the  emanci-  n 
pation  of  the  maiden  aunt.  u 

Fifty  years  or  so  ago,  the  maiden  s 
aunt  was  a  useful  but  often  under-  i: 
valued  institution  in  the  American  o 
home.  When  a  case  of  measles  or 
more  serious  illness  occurred  among  j 
the  children  of  her  brothers  or  sis-  ^ 
ters,  she  arrived  to  take  her  place  ( 
as  nurse,  companion,  or  kitchen  as-  j 
sistant,  as  the  case  might  be.  In 
the  spring  and  fall  she  was  in  great  ( 
demand  to  asist  in  replenishing  the  - 
wardrobes  of  adults  and  children.  1 
Her  busy  needle  was  hardly  less  ae-  : 
tive  than  her  tongue  as  she  retailed  | 
the  doings  in  rthe  other  households 
she  frequented.  In  cases  of  bereave-  1 
ment  she  was  indispensible.  Sorrow 
was  not  for  her  but  while  others 
grieved  the  did  those  necessary  and 
often  thankless  tasks  that  spring  up 
like  magic  in  a  grief  stricken  house¬ 
hold. 

[  Too  often  she  was  considered  a 
[  charity  and  treated  as  such  when  in 
reality  she  was  a  luxury  doing  the 
things  that  would  otherwise  have  de¬ 
volved  on  the  house  wife  or  the 
[  father  of  the  family.  She  was  often 
neglected,  sometimes  abused,  and 
’  frequently  forgoiitqn  till  the  need 
s  fo  rher  services  arose. 

Today  how  changed  is  her  status. 
She  is  a  wage  earner  and  respected 
as  such.  She  is  self  supporting  and 
,  often  the  dispenser  instead  of  the  re- 
ceiver  of  charity.  She  has  been 
trained  to  take  her  place  in  the 
t  world.  She  has  been  taught  to  make 
U  her  own  living.  The  hateful  place  of 
x  the  dependent  in  the  home  is  no 
j.  longer  hers.  She  can  make  her  own 
^  home  and  if  it  is  lonely,  it  is  at 
,  least  her  own.
